Continuation of 2. NOTE: Amendments to the claims recite new limitations. Claim 1 recites new limitations for the plasma 
concentrations and the limitation of at least two particles as opposed to each particle. Claim also recites that the composition provides a 
sustained release effect. Claims 5 and 6 now recited that the bisoprolol is measured at specific times as opposed to being released at 
specific times. Claims 10 and 11 adds the limitation of the polymer being an insoluble film of low permeability. New Claims 31 -41 add 
new limitations for the polymer coating. All these additions require further consideration and a new search. 
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
